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What the Unchangabl: GOD is, and how 
all People may know him,and in what be 


is Worſhiped and Served. 


He Lord hath meaſur'd the waters in the hol- 
TI low of his han4 ; So the Lord the Uncom- 
parable God knoweth the meaſures of the 

raters in the Seas, Brooks, Rivers, Wells and 
Ponds, for he hath meaſured them, fo they are 
meaſured in the hollow of his Infinite hand, and 
the uncomparable God with his Infinite land bath 
meted out heaven with his Span, ( Mark he hath 
meted it out ) fo he knoweth the Breadth and che 
Compaſs of it with his Infinite! ſpan of his great 
hand, and the Lord hath comprehended the duſt 
of the earth in a meaſure, ſo the Uncomparable God 
knoweth the meaſure of the duſt of the Farth, and 
the Lord hath weighed the Mountains in Scales and 
the hills in a Ballance. So the Lord who hath 
weighed them knoweth the weight both of the 
hills and Moutfwains, Behold the Nations are but as 
the drop of a Bucket, and are counted os the ſmall 
dift of the Earth, Behold he taketh np the Iſles as 
a very little thing, to whom then will ye liken God, 
or what Likeneſs will ye compare him to, who'is the 
Infinite Uncomparable God, as in Iſai: 40. Inthe 
Lords 
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Lords hand is the Soul of every Living thing and 
the Breath of all mrankind, Job: 12. 10. 

So here you may ſceand feel the Lords hand 
is nigh unto all Men and Women in the whole 
World, and in Wis it their Soul and Breath be 
in his hand, berfyon may lee the Erernal Infinite 
havd of the Uncomparable God in whoſe hand 
3s the Sg, of every Þ 1ving thing, and the breath 
of all. hrankind in 'the whole World, for God 
breathed into man the breath of Life, ad he became 
a Living foul, God who is Immortal hath the 
breath of all ( and all Immortal Souls )4n his hand, 
and none can fall out of his Eternal hand without 
his Eternal Will. 

The Spirit of Ged bath made me and Breath o 
the Almighty hath given me Life, Job. 33. 4. and 
Daniel old Bclſhazer the King how that he lifted 
up his (elt. againſt the Lord God of Heaven ir 
whoſe hand is thy breath, Dan. 5.23. 

And the Apoſtle ſaith, God that made the World 
and all things therein he is Lord .of Heaven and 
Earth, dwelleth not in Temples made with hands, 
nexther 5s be worſhipped with t he works of mens 
hands asthough he nzeded any thing, and hath made 
Af ove Blood all Nations of men for to dwell upon the 
. Face of the Earth, and he giveth to all Life and 
"Breath and all things &c, that they ſhould ſeek, the

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Lord if haply they might feel afier him and find 
hint, though he be not far from every one of us, for 
in him we live and move and have our being, Acts 

17.24 to 28. 
Here again you may ſee how God gives Life 
and Breath unto all, who hath it in his hand, and 
he would have all co know him and Fs him, 
and that he is nigh unto them all, who hath their 
Breath and Soul in his hand; ſo then he is nigh 
unto all that they niighe know that they live, 
move and have their being in the Lord, who 
porreth out of his Spirit upon all fleſh, that al fleſh 
night ſee his glory, and ſee the ſalvation of God, 
Tat. 43. Luk. 3. 6. Ads 2.17. For the Lord 
poureth out of his Spirit upon all fleſh, that in 
his Spirit and in truth all might know God, and 
ſerve him, and worſhip him in his Spirit "IP" truth 
for ſuch Spiritual Worſhipers God who is an Infi- 
nite Holy Spirit, ſeeks to Worſhip him. Now it is 
ard hath been often ſaid by the Prieſts that are bred 
up at Schooles and Colledges that the Priefts Lips 
ſhould preſerve peoples hnowledoe and they ſhonld 
ſeek.the Law at his Month; I] anſwer that theſe 
were the Jews Prieſts that were made by the Law of 
a Carnal Commandment in the Old Teſtament and 
Old Covenant; but Chriſt was made a Prieſt after 
the power of an exndleſsLife in the NewTeſtament &. 
new 
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new Covenant,who came of Judah and is called the 
| yor of the FA of Judah, and not after the Order of 
Aaron who oficred Rams and Lambs and Bullocks 
aud other Creatures but afier the Order of Mel- 
chiſadeck, from Malack a King, Chiſadeck Juſt or 
Righteous, fo a Juſt and Righteous King. Ot whom 
we do not Read that he offered up outward Crea- 
tures as Aarons Prieſthood did, tho he offered up 
Praiics ro Cod when he met Maha 
But Chriſt hath changed the Prieſthood of 
Aaron, and the Law by which they were made 
and difſanulled the Commandment which gave him 
his Tythes ; as you may ſee in Heb. 7 
Now you that do ſay the Jewes Prieſts that are 
made by the Law; their Lips are to preſerve Peo- 
ples knowledge, and they are to receive the Law at 
his Menth, this Law ſerved until Chriſt the Seed 
came. Gala. 3.10. Who is the end of the Law for 
Right eonſneſs to every one that believes. Rom. 10.4. 
And in the Old Teſtament and Covenant God 
gave the Jewes a Law in Tables of Stone, but in 
the New Teſtament and new Covenant;God faith, 
I] will put my Law in their Minds and write it in 
their hearts, and I will be their God and they ſball 
be my People, and they ſhall not teach every man his 
Nezghbour and every man his Brother, ſaying, know 
the Lord, tor all ſhall know me from the leaft tothe 
greateſt ſaith the Lord, Heb. 7.10, 11. So 
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So you may ſee hereis no need of the Jewes 
Prieſts Lips, &c. to preſerve Peoples knowledge, 
and to receive the Law at their Mouths, and to 
give them Tythes for receiving the Law, for Chriſt 
hath changed the Pricſthood and the Law;by which 
it was made, and diſlannlled the Commandment 
that gave him his tythes, and faith in his New 
Teſtament to his Miniſters, Freely ye have receiv- 
ed freely give, and in the New Covenant an dNew 
Teſtament the Lord puts it in their minds and 
writes it in their hearts, that they ſhall not necd to 
teach every man his Neighbour and every man his 
Brother ſaying know the Lord; and Chriſt Jeſus the 
treaſure of Wiſdom and Knowledge, for all ſhall 
know me from the Leaſt to the Greateſt ſaith the 
Lord, So this Law that God writes in their hearts 
and purs in their minds gives them knowledge to 
know the Lord, ſo this Law they receive from 
the Lord and not from the Colledge Prieſts and 
the Jewes Prieſts in the Old Teſtament. 

And theLord poured his Spirit upon the houle of 
Iſrael & the houſe of Judah in the Old Teſtamenr, 
but it is ſaidin Foe/2. that God would poure his 
Spirit upon all fleſh, 8c, and after Chriſt was riſen 
the Dilciples and the Believers were met together, 
and the Jewes came gazing upon them, and others 


mocked and ſaid they were full of new Wine, and

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Petcr and the Eleven told them that they were not 
drunk as they ſuppoſed, ſeeing it was but the third 
hour of the Day, but this 1s that which was ſpoken 
by Jocl the Prophet, It ſvall come to paſs in the 
laſt dayes ſaith the Lord that I will pour ont of my 
Spirit 1pon all fleſh, and your Sons and your Daugh- 
_ ſpall Propheſie, and your young men ſhall ſee 

Viſions: and your Old Men ſhall dream Dreams,and 
on my Servants and on my Handmaids, IT will pour 
in thoſe dayes ont of my Spirit, & they ſhall Propheſie, 
Act. 2 13.to the 18. 

Here you may fee the Spirit that God poureth 
upon all Fleſh gives people knowledge of Prophe- 
ſies and of Dreams, and of Viſions, fo the Spiric 
of God, That God poureth upon all fleſh in the new 
New Teſtament and new Covenant gives them 
knowledge that they need not the Prieſts lips in the 
Old Teſtament to preſerve their knowledge, and 
People will not periſh for lack of Viſions, if they 
ming rhe Sjirit of God that he hath poured upon 
them, and "eb Spirit of Truth will lead them into 
all Trath, bur if Sons and Daug hters and Hand- 
maids, and Scvants, and Old men, dorebel agaiaſt 
the Spiric of God; that he cthu them in 
the New Teſtament, as the Jews did inthe Old 


Teſtament, for God g ERS 


they rebelled againſt ir, then 
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Key of Knowledge bo foo and Chriſtians, and 
all Fleſh, And the Jews Prieſts when they went 
from the Spirit of God they neither preſcrved rhe 
Peoples knowledge nor their own, and became 
Deaf and blind, and turned againſt the Prophets 
Chriſt and rhe Apoſtles, though they might make 
an outward painting of the Sepulchres of the Righ- 
reous; It: an outward Profeſſion of words and turn 
againſt the Righteous. 

So now all fleſh Jewes and Gentiles and all 
Chriſtendom whom God hath poured out of his 
Spirit upon,it they rebel againſt Gods good Spirit & 
err from it, and quench x, and vex it, they arc be- 
come a whore from God and Chriſt, and his Spirit, 
and have neither true Viſions, nor true Propheſies, 
nor true Dreams, and are a Babilon all in heaps 
and Confutton, and cannot worſhip the Eternal 
God in his Spirit, and in his truth, and are our of 
the Unity and the Fellowſhip in the Spirit, which is 
the bond of Peace, and ſo have not Fellowſbip with 
the Father and the Son, nor fcllowſbip one with 
another, but arc broken into Sets and heaps one 
againſt another, whereas the Spiritual, that walk 


;n the Spirit, are in che Spirir the Bond of Peace, 
and are in 1p with the Father and the Son 


and one with another, and Worſhip and (crve the 
Living God ia his Spirit and truch. Ah 
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
